Headmaster's Message 


The "Rampant Lion" has a new format this year, and I would congratulate the Editors 
and Staff on their efforts and achievement. It is good to see enthusiasm and new ideas, 
and I know that all students appreciate having such a fine record of the school year. 


1972-73 has been a good year for Glenlyon--enrollment has been at capacity, spirit 
and tone have been high, and we have had our fair share of successes in inter-school 
competition. The Senior Form (Grade 10) has been exceptionally good athletically, 
which has more than compensated for their small number, and this has enabled us to 
compete well in all sports at the Junior-High level. Two new ventures were extremely 
popular--the Skating and Ice Hockey at Memorial Arena and the Outdoor Education 
Camp in May with Grade Nine . . . and we plan to continue and expand these next 
season. 


We were heartened and delighted when School Captain, Nicholas Waterfield, was awarded 
a scholarship of $1,800 per annum to attend Appleby College in September, and again 
when Walter Prossnitz won a Music Scholarship for study in Vienna during May and June. 


We welcomed several new staff this year, and I have been grateful for their cooperation 
and service. Mr. Eastwood and Mr. Ravensdale are moving on, and we wish them every 
success in their new positions. 


Old Boys and Friends were very saddened to hear of Mr. B. G. (Nip) Parker's death in 
the Spring. Mr. Parker taught at Glenlyon for eight years (1962-70) after a long career 
as Senior Master at St. George's School in Vancouver. In latter years he was instru- 
mental in organizing the Central Saanich Cross-Country Run which has become an 
annual fixture on our school calendar. He was a splendid colleague and teacher and 
widely respected for his integrity, character and sense of sportsmanship. 


In closing, I would express my gratitude to all who have gone the "second mile" to 
make this a better school--and worked unselfishly for the common good. It is not easy 
to keep standards when all around there is increasing laxity and permissiveness--but 

I know that upon reflection we can be proud of our determination to seek always that 
which is true and excellent, and not be content with things shoddy and mediocre. We 
cannot do better than keep our school motto before us: "Veritas atque Valor".

Bartlett's famous book of quotations lists over one hundred references to "music". 
This number supersedes those noted for "mind", "money", and "mother". Somehow, 
music has inspired more quotable eloquence than any of these other three fountain- 
heads of civilization. 


Our Chirstmas concert this year was witness to Music's creative power. The choir, 
under the able direction of Mr. Gallienne, gave a spirited performance of two very 
ambitious works, namely, "A Fantasia on Christmas Carols" by Ralph Vaughan Williams, 
and "St. Nicolas" by Benjamin Britten. The occasion was made complete by the 
Glenlyon choristers being joined by the Conservatory Girls Choir, and the Men's and 
Boy's chor of St. John's Church. Orchestral support was given by a select group of 
musicians led by David Harrington. oF 


All the boys worked exceptionally hard to learn, master and polish these two very 
difficult works, and the enormously positive response of the audience was indicative 
of the degree to which their efforts were successful and appreciated. Alastair Bland, 
Chris Thackray, Tom Watson, and Michael Woods (all of grade 5), each contributed 
vocally either alone or in a trio. Walter Prossnitz of grade nine made a valuable 
contribution by playing some of the piano parts, Mr. Charles Dorrington was the guest 
tenor soloist, and he did much to enhance the occasion. 


At one stage in "St. Nicolas", Britten has the choir sing: "See, see, the boys come 
. to life". That, indeed, was the spirit of the concert this year. 





For the second term the choir sang in the Victoria Music Festival. In addition 
grades 3 - 6 were entered as class choirs. The determination of the boys was 
most evident in the results - four firsts and two second places in the six classes 
entered. The School Choir was invited to sing in the Honour Performance. 
Previously the choir sang on the Noon Show at the CHEK TV studios.

Christmas Concert 





On December 19, 1972, Glenlyon staged its 24th annual Christmas Concert, in front of 
another packed gym. After the Headmaster's welcoming speech to the guests, and his 
introduction of the master of ceremonies, school Captain Nicholas Waterfield, he 
introduced the first play, Grade Three's dramatization of Clement Clarke Moore's 
"Twas the Night Before Christmas". With visual effects provided by the boys anda 
large group of narrators, the production went over very smoothly; both parents and 
boys heartily enjoyed it. 


Grade Four followed with perhaps the strangest play. This play, entitled "Fantasy on 
the Christmas Theme," contained no words, only music. Slow motion characters 
revolved around the theme of peace and God; ending with all characters united in 
peace, praising the Almighty. Aided by a good lighting display, this was certainly 

a most different but well appreciated production. + 


Frora Grade Five, under the direction of Mr. Bennett, came the ever popular Christmas 
story, "How the Grinch Stole Christmas". Here, under the narrator's direction, the 


Grinch tried to steal the Hoos' Christmas. He was foiled by the only thing that he could 
not take; the real meaning of Christmas. So with his "new heart", he returned all the 
goods that he had taken and ended the production in his new-found " happy" Surroundings. 


Finishing off the serious side of the concert, Grade Six under Mr. Skinner, looked 
back into the past and reconstructed how the first Christmas might have gone and the 
effect that it had on the persons involved in it. "There is Always Room" produced 
good costumes and an effective dream situation (done with the aid of lighting effects). 
Both contributed to a very well produced and acted performance. 


Starting off the comical plays this year was the Grade Seven production. This play, 
"The Santa Spirit of '72" was written by two of the boys in Grade Seven and attempted 
to show the mass confusion and commercialism that greeted a child who was downtown 
during the Christmas season. 


From Santa Clauses and Christmases the plays now moved closer to the workings and 
thinkings of Glenlyon School. Grade Eight looked into the future and saw the Glenlyon 
Boys' dream: a co-ed school, "Glenlyon High". With its two classes, we were intro- 
duced to every student, seeing the kind that we might be seeing in a few years. Overall 
the humorous comments and antics of each student gave the audience a very much 
enjoyed performance. 


From Grade Nine (1) came a production that ran in line with the Grade Higgins: sthator 
finding something for the "new" girls to do. They came up with a suitable solution by 
Staging "The Miss Glenlyon Beauty Contest". Here, under the examining eye of the 
three judges, the four finalists answered their final skill testing question. Then the 
votes were polled and it was found that Annabell Threadneedle had been declared winner. 
Unfortunately, she was the female judge!!! (One hopes this does not mean anything 
about our "coming" girls). Still, despite this negative result, it was a very well

After deciding to leave beauty contests to Brentwood College, Grade Nine (2) produced 
the afternoon's final entertainment. In "The Search for Talent", the travels of Hamish 
Sampson of Denlyon School are revealed as he scours the world over in search of a 
teaching staff. With re-enactments of his "Searching" days, we follow his humorous 
travels. Close examination found that there was an unintentional (supposedly) comparison 
to Glenlyon's teaching staff. However, none was intended, and the afternoon's skits 
ended on this very humorous note. 


Grade Ten this year provided fillers between most plays. All were the acting out of jokes 
and all went over very well. 


Svensen also re-appeared, in a greater role. Thrice he butted in and produced his 
nauseating performances. His jokes had not mellowed with age, but had remained of 
the same calibre. Using the M.C. has his straight man, he also produced two live 
roosters (ostriches to him), much to the surprise and amusement of the audience.

The focal point of the year was the large annual exhibition of art on Family Night, May 4th. 
Grades 7 - 10 display in the main hall and Grades 9 and 10 classrooms included a wide 
range of modes of expression including tempera, acrylic and spray painting, collages, 
drawings, lino and woodcuts, engravings, and collagraphs. This made a colourful and 
interesting display. 


In the Art Room, Grades 4 - 6 displayed models, collages and pottery as well as drawings 
and paintings of varied media and character revealing some lively imaginations and energy 
of execution. 


In the last term, advantage was taken of better weather to sketch in the school grounds 
and at the marina and to draw interesting houses in the vicinity. A visit was made to 
Garry Oak Farm, Beacon Hill to sketch enimals and birds. 


Grades 7, 8 and 10 went on guided tours at the Art Gallery of the large exhibition represent- 
ing 3,000 years of Chinese culture. This was a spring board for some painted panels of 
dragons and serpents.

DRAMA 


Arising out of classroom activity and high interest have come three notable projects. 
Two plays were entered in the Greater Victoria Schools Drama Festival. At the 
Elementary level, grade five under the direction of Mr. Bennett, produced the one-act 
comedy "Guilty or Not Guilty," affectionately known as GONG, in which the cast 
came to an understanding of the rudiments of stagecraft and elocution. Grade ten 
were exceptionally busy this term. In conjunction with Norfolk House a combined 
entry was produced for the Festival, "The Wheelchair", from whose cast Nona 
Avren was selected as Best Junior Actress. In early June, the play was staged again 
along with Norfolk's "Passacaglia" and Oak Bay Junior's "The Light" to provide 
three nights of Youth Drama under the sponsorship of the Victoria Theatre Guild at the 
Langham Court Theatre. The venture was a pronounced success and the proceeds 
went to providing bursaries for candidates to the UVIC Summer Theatre Workshop.

In the second week of May, the thirty boys of Grade 9 spent four days at Camp Barnard 
near Sooke (which had been kindly loaned to us by the Boy Scouts of Canada), under 
the patient supervision of Mr. Walker.

all carefully wrapped in plastic bags. 


His place was taken next day by Mr. Bennett, who helped us to map the camp area, 
measure water velocity, and take soil samples. He inspected our weather stations 
which we had set up on arrival, and discussed our meteorological observations. 


"George", the temporary Camp Director, did everything he could to make our camp a 
success. He unlocked doors, produced vast quantities of wood for our camp-fire, 
and spoke words of encouragement to Paul Monaghan when he erringly put the axe 
through the water main on the last morning! 


Our meals all took place in the camp cookhouse and we were very grateful to those 
parents and staff wives who drove out in the evenings to cook our dinners. Breakfast 
was a good meal too--at least it was when Peter Butterfield fried the eggs--and it 
was interesting to see the increase in popularity of porridge as the mornings went 
by, as the only effective remedy for the icy temperatures in the tents at night. 


Each of us gained in knowledge and experience in his own particular way, but all of 


us agreed it was a great change from our normal school routine.
